S.O. 450 (E).—WHEREAS the Central Government is of the opinion that heavier weight that the maximum 
safe laden weight and the maximum safe axle weight of each axle of the vehicle as speified in this Ministry's notifi, 
cation No. S.O. 416 (E) dated 8-6-1989 issued under sub-section (1) of section 58 of Motor Vehicles Act, 1988 (59 
of 1988) may be permitted for the vehicle of the type specified in column (1) of the table given below in the locality 
as specified in column (2) of the said table: 

NOW, THEREEORE, in exercise of the power conferred by the proviso to sub-section (3) of section 58 of the 
said Act, the Central Government hereby directs that the provisions of the said sub-section (3) shall apply to the said 
type of vehicle for a period of one year from the date of this order subject to the modifications/conditions spedcifie

(1) Load restrictions on various roads, stipulated by the PWD local authorities of State Government of Maha¬ 
rashtra shall be observed and permission of such authorities will be obtained before the vehicles are brought 
on public road. 

(2) Loaded trailers will not be allowed to pass over the bridges on roads in this State and the applicant will 
have to make their own arrangements to cross rivers, nallas as directed by the PWD. 

(3) No movement of the vehicle will take place without prior condition/rating survey of the proposed route 
and permit being obtained by the transporter from the respective State Govt, agencies after satisfying the 
traffic worthiness of the travel route(s). The loaded vehicle will not be allowed to pass over bridgesiand 
other cross-drainage structure on the roads beyond their capacity and the transporter will have to make 
his own arrangement to cross the river/nullahs through bed-level diversions, etc. as directed by the PWD 
Local authorities. Cost of repairs of any damages to the road/structure either directly/indirectly caused 
due to movement of this vehicle is to be borne by the transporter as assessed by Govt.
